MEMORANDUM FOR: Executive Director

The Director just called (2:15, 30 January) and stated that he had 
taken up with Mr. Gilpatric only two of the subjects you had prepared 
for him: 


a. Mr. Gilpatric thought the NRO program as proposed was 
fine and was prepared to implement it in toto, to include having the 
CIA deputy directly in the NRO chain of command on an operating basis 
as a true deputy. Gilpatric did not think that the Director of NRO had 
to mandatorily be on a full-time basis but certainly had to spend more 
time at it than Dr. Charyk. The Director gave Mr. Gilpatric the paper. 

b. Mr. Gilpatric agreed to the Director's paper on NPIC and 
the Director gave him the paper. 

The other subjects were not discussed since the Director wished to study 
them a little more and put them more in his own phraseology. I have 
sent you a separate copy of my memorandum to Bross relative the repay- 
ment for Vietnam expenses which the Director did discuss with Gilpatric. 
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
